• A “System Key” file is required to be programmed into any radio needing access to our network. A     

new Key has been received for the P25 system from both Motorola, and EFJ/Kenwood and work 

has been underway to develop a template for new & reprogrammed radios to allow programming 

when radios are in shop. 

8. Encryption Standard

• AES-256 is the only standard allowed for funding by DHS

• OEM funding limited number of encrypted devices

• Agencies are not required to run encryption, but if they want to participate with those that do, we 

recommend that they equip their radios with AES-256.

• Working with contractor Televate to generate and post on-line survey regarding app use (what is 

used, what don’t you have, what you would like to have, etc.).
